the construction of the line would meen 
more to the city than pny railway which 
might have its terminus four or five hun¬ 
dred miles north of Victoria. 

Still another matter which be hod been 
asked not to mention, and which he 
hesitated about bringing op becande of 
the Mayor not being present, was the ex¬ 
hibition. There had been two ahows 
held daring the past two years, which 
had coat the city something like $15,008. 
He did not wish to blame the Mayor, 
but His Worship should have called a 
meeting and explained the whole sub¬ 
ject. Instead, the Mayor was continu¬ 
ally after Aid. Cameron and himself, as 
members of the finance committM^ t.» 
pay the accounts in connection with the 
last exhibition. Many of these were due 
small papers throughout the coon try for 
publishing advertisements. When theac 
bills were presented they had to 
be returned with the statement that 
there waa no * money. Itili waa a 
poor advertisement to the city, and ho 
greatly deplored It. But this had hap- 
pened despite the fact that the gate re¬ 
ceipts were over $3,000 more than had 
been estimated. Notwithstanding this 
favorable condition of affairs there had 
been a deficit of some $3£00, and there 
were charges of mUmanagemeat. Had 
there been bad weather during the exhi¬ 
bition under these cir c umst ances there 
was a possibility of a deficit of 98 , 000 . 
This was a serious mutter, and aboald 
be investigated. Ilia Worship had 
stated at a banquet given by the direc¬ 
tors of the exhibition that the manage¬ 
ment thought they could make both ends 
meet. This, in view of the deficit, was 
most extraordinary, and he maintained 
that either the Mayor did not know 
what he was talking about at the time 
or had spoken very foolishly. Bpeaking 
from a city standpoint the citisens ought 
to take the matter up. He would have 
called a meeting, only it would have 
looked as if he waa doing it for election 
purposes. 

Proceeding to the historic celebration 
of the spelling of the Pacific e#Me, Aid. 
McCandless strongly scored His Wor- 
sbip. Mayor Hayward bad sent oat a 
notice without consulting the council, 
calling the meeting held in the theatre. 
The Mayor had takeu it upon himsell 
to do the whole thing, as hs frequently 
did in such matters; die meeting was 
called, and there was a pretty good time. 
Messages had been received and sent, 
bat it turned out that they were not fqr 
warded by the new line. The messages 
which His Worship had sent presum¬ 
ably free had been charged to the peo¬ 
ple. They had been all filed over the 
C. P. R. line, and the council had to pay 
$00 for their transmission and 940 more 
for the music furnished by the band ar 
that same function. The finance com¬ 
mittee found in looking over these ac¬ 
counts that there waa no way of avoid 
ing paying them. The speaker then al¬ 
luded to the embarrassing position iu 
which the matter had placed His Wor¬ 
ship when be was confronted with It in 
the council by Aid. Yates. In Van- 
coover the Mayor and the president of 
the board of trade, had got together and 
♦he celebration of the opening of the 
cable had been carried out as it should 
hove been with a minimum of expense. 
His Worship had succeeded ~in keeping 
these facts from the public, and the 
speaker said that this was the first time 
the citizens were given the information. 

In concluding his remarks, ,AId. Me-

He believed that the 
ecurse the eight-hour question had taken 
in the council waa altogether the wisest, 
and would accomplish most. 

\ Aid. McCandless then told of having 
gcue to the Colonist and being informed 
by the management that Mayor Hay- 
vard waa their candidate, aud he might 
look for no sympathy from that quarter. 
He did not mind this.. He waa inde¬ 
pendent, but disliked being misrepresent¬ 
ed. At a recent banquet Mayor Hay¬ 
ward bad been reported very fully (by 
himself), bnt the speaker had been .re¬ 
ported as though be had spoken, then 
got drank and spoken again. 

On the conclusion of the remarks of 
Aid. McCandless, Mayor Hayward waa 
called on hy the chairman, but was not 
piesent. Aid. Kinsman waa also called, 
■but was also absent. 

Aid. Grfihame came next He thanked 
Aid. McCandless for the privilege of ad- 
dr easing the meeting. AM. McCandless 
had dealt with impiovements in general, 
and he woald confine his remarks to 
what had been done in the North Ward 
during the past year. Of the city ex¬ 
penditure that ward had received $16,- 
878; Central Ward. $15,114, and South 
Ward, 911.000. Twenty-three new lights 
bad been installed during the year, of 
which North Ward got 15. Centra) Ward 
and South Ward 4. Eight lights had 
been place,! in Work Rotate. He had 
promised to work, for redistribution of 
the wards, and had done so, but the mat¬ 
ter was now in abeyance awaiting a city 
charter from the government. He was 
in favor of day labor because it had 
been found by the city to be a good sys¬ 
tem. He waa in favor of an eight hour 
day. In respect to the streets left out 
of repair by the Terminal Railway Com¬ 
pany, he spoke of what he had done, 
tnd in referring to the Carnegie library 
said that he was in favor of a centrally 
located site. Bat in voting for the 
Carnegie By-law he stated that the peo¬ 
ple had hung a mill around their necks 
for all time, showing how the cosU-of 
maintenance would really amount to 
this. 

Aid. Grahame also spoke briefly on the 
bridge subject, stating in reply to a 
question from one of the audience that 
the contract entered into was only a pro¬ 
visional one. What Aid. McCandlesa 
bad said regarding the sewers waa cor¬ 
rect. 

R. Dinsdale was the n«rt speaker. It 
waa his first appearance on a platform, 
and be briefly outlined his policy. Ho 
waa in fivor of the metre system. The 
bride contract was the most rotten propo¬ 
sition he had ever known. By means of 
a diagram, which he drew on the black¬ 
board, lie sketched-a bridge vritfi *toi.e 
approches and a couple of spans which 
he thought would meet the purpose.

He 
rtntended that the present council had 
accomplished nothing; that the city en¬ 
gineer was the brains of the whole 
board. These was one alderman he was 
told slept at the meetings. He was in 
favor of the eight-hoar day, and thought 
the riddance to the city of the gambling 
houses was very importance. The 
speaker made a humorous address, and 
was londiy applauded. 

Aid. Yates said that Aid. Williams 
was the man who had slept. He thought 
tbat the cltisena should attend the 
weekly meetings ns thepr would get in¬ 
formation which the papers sometime*!* 
did not snpply. The speaker explained 
.the working principle.of the referendum 
which he had introduced. It was in a very 
etude shape as yet, but h© hoped to 
see it perfected, and would see that it 
waa if re-elected. Among other sub¬ 
jects, he alluded to the exhibitiou and 
Jo the Indian reserve. He was a can¬ 
didate for Central Ward, and In con¬ 
cluding said that* he would vote for Aid. 
McCandless, for the rqpson that that 
rtntleman would always have the con- 
bdnoce of the council, while Mayor Hny- 
wnrd had not.

Exception of the lam day, was abnormally 
worercast, mild and rainy on Vancouver Isl¬ 
and and the Lower Mainland, and in 
Gartboo comparatively mild and generally 
fair. The cause of these weather conditions 
has been due to the prevalence of high 
barometric pressure over the United 
TUutcs from CaMornla eastward, while 
from the coast of Vancouvrr Island und 
Washington an almost continuous series of 
storm areas have been passing eastward 
from the Pacific to the Canadian Terri- 
t or It-s. The heaviest rainfall occurred on 
Friday, 2nd, when in 24 hours 4 Inches fell 
at Astoria, and one Inch and a half both 
here and at New Westminster; on Satur¬ 
day, 3rd, at Chilliwack, 3.22 Inehes was 
reported In 24 hours. At the same time 
several Inches fell In the Kootenay dis¬ 
trict, where already much has fallen, and 
good sleighing prevails. In Cariboo two 
feet of snow was reported at fhe close of 
the month of December.
